School System To Sell Preschool Building

The Dawson Springs Board 
of Education voted following a 
clossed session Monday night 
to begin the process of putting 
the former preschool building 
on Arcadia Avenue up for sale. 
During the coming weeks, the 
property will be appraised and 
listed. The preschool class¬ 
rooms were moved from that 
building to space in the ele¬ 
mentary school before classes 
started this year. 

Treasurer Jenny Bruce 
presented the draft budget 
for school year 2015-2016. The 
draft budget was approved as 
was the current treasurer’s 
report. The balance at the end 
of December was $1,154,555.59. 
The general fund balance of 
$1,077,901.69 was $231,834.80 
less than one year ago. 

The 2014-2015 school calen¬ 
dar was modified to use Feb. 16 
and March 13 as make-up days, 
keeping May 21 as the cur¬ 
rent last day for students. The 
proposed calendar for 2015- 
2016 was also approved by the 
board. That calendar shows 


Aug. 5 as the first day for stu¬ 
dents and May 20 as the final 
day of classes. 


The board also approved 
a job description for a lead 
nighttime custodian as well 


as extra duty salary of $125 
monthly for the position. Su¬ 
perintendent Lenny Whalen 


said this is not an additional 
position. The person hired for 
the job will fill an existing va¬ 
cancy but will lead the night 
shift crew. Current custodians 
may apply The position will be 
used on a trial basis until June 
30 with full implementation 
based on Whalen’s evaluation. 

Kent Workman, director 
of pupil personnel, reported 
that enrollment is steady at 
this time. As of Tuesday, the 
district had 43 preschool stu¬ 
dents, 344 in elementary and 
301 in junior-senior high. At¬ 
tendance has bounced back 
to normal after taking a hit in 
the fifth month due to illness, 
Workman said. 

Other action items included 
approval of the following: 

•Jenny Bruce as 2015 school 
board secretary; 

•The third Monday of each 
month as meeting dates except 
for January and June; 

•2015-2016 staffing policies; 

•Submitting a waiver to 
the Kentucky Department of 
Education continuing the cur-

PENNYRILE EXIT NUMBERS TO CHANGE 

1-69 Could Be Extended 
To Henderson This Year 


Kevin McClearn, Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet District 2 chief en¬ 
gineer, is optimistic Interstate 69 can 
be extended up the Pennyrile Park¬ 
way from Madisonville to Henderson 
by the end of the year. 

During McClearn’s recent pre¬ 
sentation to the Madisonville Lions 
Club, members had questions about 
changes to exit numbers along the 
route. McClearn said 1-69 will bring 
new numbers to all exits along the 
Pennyrile from Mortons Gap to Hen¬ 
derson. 

“We plan to meet the requirements 


mapped out in an official agreement 
between KYTC and the Federal High¬ 
way Administration to allow us to 
place 1-69 signs along 41.8 miles on 
the Pennyrile, allowing it to officially 
become a part of the Interstate sys¬ 
tem,” McClearn said. “Once we have 
our list of projects completed or un¬ 
der contract, we can request approv¬ 
al to move ahead with the required 
signage and new exit numbers. We 
expect to gain that approval this sum¬ 
mer.”

Could Affect Customers 


Kentucky State Police 
Post 2 welcomed two new 
troopers to their ranks. 
They were among the 69 
new troopers who gradu¬ 
ated from the Kentucky 
State Police Academy 
Jan. 16. Their addition to 
the force brings the agen¬ 
cy’s strength to a total of 
910 troopers serving Ken¬ 
tucky citizens.

A single-vehicle crash 
on U.S. 62 that resulted in 
the death of a Princeton 
woman is under investi¬ 
gation by Kentucky State 
Police.

Highway fatalities in 
Kentucky increased in 
2014 after a record low in 
2013. 

Kentucky Office of 
Highway safety prelimi¬ 
nary figures from a Jan. 
16 report indicate 667 
people lost their lives on 
Kentucky roads last year, 
up from 638 in 2013. How¬ 
ever, it was the second 
lowest total since 1949 
when 573 fatalities were 
recorded. 

Mike Hancock, trans¬ 
portation secretary and 
Gov. Steve Beshear’s des¬ 
ignated representative 
for highway safety, said 
saving lives and reducing 
serious injuries is a top 
priority of the adminis¬ 
tration. 

“We are saddened by 
the fatality increase, and 
we firmly believe that 
one fatality is too many,” 
Hancock said. “The Gov¬ 
ernor’s Executive Com¬ 
mittee on Highway Safety 
is committed to provid¬ 
ing direction on traffic 
safety issues as we move 
‘Toward Zero Deaths’ on 
Kentucky’s roadways.” 

The committee in¬ 
cludes representatives of 
18 highway safety agen¬ 
cies and organizations 
such as KOHS, Kentucky 
State Police, federal high¬ 
way agencies, local law 
enforcement and emer¬ 
gency services. Its goal 
is to work cooperatively 
to update and implement 
Kentucky’s Strategic 
Highway Safety Plan — 
“Toward Zero Deaths.” 

KOHS Executive Di¬ 
rector Bill Bell said there 
were some encouraging 
trends in 2014 on which 
to build. 

“Because more motor¬ 
ists took responsibility 
for their driving habits, 
there were 81 days last 
year in which no one lost 
a loved one on our road¬ 
ways, which is up from 75 
days in 2013,” Bell said. 
“We are committed to 
focusing our efforts un¬ 
til that number of zero- 
death days reaches 365.” 

Until then, KOHS will 
analyze highway data to 
identify existing issues 
and attempt to predict fu¬ 
ture problems. 

“Another encouraging 
trend was our alcohol- 
related crashes, which 
were down by more than 
2 percent,” Bell said. 
“This is a product of the 
tireless efforts by law en¬ 
forcement and prosecu¬ 
tors.” 

KSP Commissioner 
Rodney Brewer says the 
increase in fatalities 
during 2014 will not dis¬ 
courage his agency from 


Hopkins County.

“We are utilizing real¬ 
time, digital traffic data 
to identify high crash 
corridors and increasing 
patrols and enforcement 
efforts in those areas,” 
he said.

Three big-name dollar 
stores, all of which have 
locations in Kentucky, 
are likely nearing the 
end of merger negotia¬ 
tions that could result in 
hundreds or thousands 
of stores closing nation¬ 
wide. 

Dollar Tree and Dollar 
General have been nego¬ 
tiating to acquire Fam¬ 
ily Dollar since August. 
Dollar Tree and Family 
Dollar reached a defini¬ 
tive merger agreement in 
July in which Dollar Tree 
would acquire Family 
Dollar in a cash and stock 
transaction, according to 
a July news release from 
Family Dollar. But less 
than a month later, Dol¬ 
lar General made a pro¬ 
posal to acquire Family 
Dollar, according to an 
August release from Dol¬ 
lar General. 

Cathy Carey, head of 
the economics depart¬ 
ment at Western Ken¬ 
tucky University, pre¬ 
dicts shareholders will 
vote in favor of the 
Family Dollar/Dollar 
Tree merger. Though it 
wouldn’t be as good of 
a deal as a merger with 
Dollar General, a Fam¬ 
ily Dollar/Dollar Tree 
merger is more likely to 
go through and be settled 
quickly, and fewer over¬ 
lapping stores would be 
closed. 


If Dollar Tree and 
Family Dollar merge, 
the Federal Trade Com¬ 
mission estimates about 
310 stores would close, 
though Dollar Tree esti¬ 
mates the number could 
be less and has found 
buyers for potential clos¬ 
ing locations, according 
to a release from Dollar 
Tree. 

If Dollar General and 
Family Dollar merge, 
Family Dollar estimates 
3,500 to 4,000 stores would 
close. Because about 
1,000 new Dollar General 
stores are scheduled to 
open in the coming year, 
even more Family Dollar 
stores might have to be 
closed. 

A Family Dollar/Dol¬ 
lar Tree merger would 
mean Dollar Tree can 
expand into more mar¬ 
kets and continue to com¬ 
pete with Dollar General, 
Carey said. A Family 
Dollar/Dollar General 
merger also would mean 
Dollar General would 
knock out a competitor, 
making the market less 
competitive. 

“When markets 
become less competitive, 
consumers lose if firms 
exercise their ability to 
raise prices,” Carey said. 

There has been no 
indication that Dol¬ 
lar Tree’s standard $1 
price will change, nor 
that store names would 
change in either possible 
merger.

And now for that intense media scrutiny on our 
own local board of education. The board, with the di¬ 
rection of school supintendent Lenny Whalen, went 
into a closed session in order to “discuss the sale or 
acquisition of real property and discussion of pro¬ 
posed or pending litigation against or on behalf of 
the school district.” 

At the end of the closed session, the school board 
came back into open session and agreed to declare 
the former preschool building as surplus property in 
order to place it for sale. 

We don’t have a problem with the second part of 
the reason for the closed session — particularly since 
the board did not elaborate on what the “proposed or 
pending litigation” might be. 

However, we do have a problem with the board 
discussing whether or not to sell a piece of property 
which we (the school and its taxpayers) own. 

Here is what the law says in this instance about 
exemptions to open meetings. You be the judge if our 
local board was incorrect in talking about the sale of 
the preschool building in closed session: 

61.801 Exceptions to open meetings. 

(1) All meetings of a quorum of the members 
of any public agency at which any public business 
is discussed or at which any action is taken by the 
agency, shall be public meetings, open to the public 
at all times, except for the following: 

(b) Deliberations on the future acquisition or sale 
of real property by a public agency, but only when 
publicity would be likely to affect the value of a spe¬ 
cific piece of property to be acquired for public use 
or sold by a public agency; 

After that little bitty word “but” is the key Would 
the discussion about whether or not to sell the build¬ 
ing; about how the local school could use the build¬ 
ing; or if in fact it is not needed affect the sales price? 

The Progress says no it would not. The discussion 
is something the public deserved to know about.

Postal cuts are too extreme

Recently, the U.S. Postal Service 
reduced its service standards for 
First-Class mail and eliminated 
nearly all overnight letter mail 
delivery. Most mail will be deliv¬ 
ered in two to three days — lon¬ 
ger if weekends and holidays are 
involved. During 2015, more than 
80 processing plants serving small 
cities and rural areas throughout 
the nation will be closed in the 
Postal Service’s push to shrink its 
network. 

The Postal Service has achieved 
considerable success in removing 
costs from the system during the 
last six years, at a time when mail 
volumes were in decline. This 
latest round of operational cuts, 
however, threatens the very integ¬ 
rity and concept of Universal Ser¬ 
vice — the Postal Service’s pri¬ 
mary obligation under the law. 

These measures will result in 
a two-tier patchwork network in 
which service to smaller cities and 
rural areas will be degraded much 
more than major urban areas. 
This despite the fact that the law 
requires that postal customers in 
all areas be provided prompt, reli¬ 
able and efficient services. The 
law also mandates that the Postal 
Service shall provide a maximum 
degree of effective and regular 
service to rural areas, communi¬ 
ties and small towns where post 
offices are not self-sustaining. 
Under the law, the Postal Service 
is required to give the highest 
consideration to the requirement 
for the most expeditious collec¬ 
tion, transportation, and delivery 
of important letter mail. 

While we have experienced 
increased access to electronic 
communications options, partic¬ 
ularly in metropolitan areas, a 
great many American homes and 
businesses rely upon the mail. It 


remains essential that all Ameri¬ 
cans can rely on a fundamental 
communication service and ave¬ 
nue of commerce that provides 
equal access and prompt service 
to all, regardless of region. Bind¬ 
ing the nation together is the 
founding principle of the Postal 
Service’s mandate. 

The Postal Service is moving 
ahead with these changes despite 
three cautionary reports: a March 
2013 Management Advisory 
Report; a September 2012 Audit 
Report issued by its Office of 
Inspector General, and an Adviso¬ 
ry Opinion produced by the Postal 
Regulatory Commission in 2012. 

The Inspector General in his 
reports called on the Postal Ser¬ 
vice to carefully evaluate actual 
measured cost savings and service 
impacts for the network changes 
implemented in 2013 and 2014; to 
accurately and fully disclose to 
mailers and other stakeholders 
the savings resulting from closed 
facilities, and to provide a more 
reliable estimate of future chang¬ 
es during the notification process. 

In its 2012 Advisory Opinion, 
the commission pointed out that 
by identifying the productivity 
levels of plants and by basing clo¬ 
sures and processing rearrange¬ 
ments on measurable efficiency 
gains, the Postal Service could do 
better than in its original plan: 
save more money, maintain higher 
service standard levels and keep 
more plants operating. 

In fact, the commission’s analy¬ 
sis indicated that the Postal Ser¬ 
vice could undertake significant 
network improvements and reap 
large cost savings while preserv¬ 
ing most current service levels. 
As a result, the commission urged 
the Postal Service to carefully 
review the first set of plant clos¬ 
ings and service standard reduc¬ 
tions before embarking on this 
second phase of closures and fur¬ 
ther reducing service. 


Unfortunately, the Postal Ser¬ 
vice has not taken those impor¬ 
tant steps. First, the service has 
not publicly identified the impact 
on revenue and profit from the 
proposed changes. Second, the 
Postal Service has not disclosed a 
robust, reliable figure for savings 
obtained from the first set of con¬ 
solidations. Third, the service has 
not identified projected savings 
from the second phase of consoli¬ 
dations. 

An essential role of the com¬ 
mission is to help ensure that the 
Postal Service provides adequate 
transparency and accountability, 
particularly where there may be a 
gap in the public record. I believe 
that such a gap exists with regard 
to the proposed plant closings. 

In August, 51 senators signed a 
bipartisan letter asking the Postal 
Service to delay these announced 
service changes and plant closings 
because of continuing uncertain¬ 
ty over the impact on the public. 
The following month, 160 House 
members asked for a moratorium 
on the plant closures, expressing 
concerns over slowed mail. 

At a time when the Postal Ser¬ 
vice is proudly promoting its Sun¬ 
day delivery and same day pack¬ 
age delivery offerings in major 
cities, it should not be impairing 
service in other parts of the coun¬ 
try. The nation depends on a Post¬ 
al Service that provides as consis¬ 
tent a level of service and pricing 
as possible to all Americans. 

Before proceeding with these 
changes, the Postal Service should 
— at the very least — offer well-sup- 
ported projections of the impacts 
on operational efficiency and solid 
estimates of financial savings 
before hastily embarking on this 
new round of cuts and closures.

Measles is making unwanted comeback 


An outbreak of measles in California that has 
spread into several western states and Mexico is 
alarming public health officials and has focused 
renewed attention on the dangerous opposition 
among some parents to vaccines. 

Measles, a childhood viral infection, had been 
declared eradicated in 2000 because of the wide¬ 
spread use and enormous success of the vaccine. 

Though most children recover from measles, an 
ailment that includes a skin rash, fever and other 
symptoms, some don’t. 

Before the measles vaccine became widely used in 
the early 1960s, 3 to 4 million Americans a year would 
get measles and 400 to 500 would die from it, The New 
York Times reported Thursday. 

And now it’s back. After many years with fewer 
than 100 cases reported in the United States — usu¬ 
ally linked to people who had traveled to other coun¬ 
tries, officials counted 644 cases in 2014. 

The tally is up to 59 cases as of this week in the 
outbreak traced to California’s Disneyland in mid- 
December that infected five of the park’s employees. 

Some public health experts blame the current out¬ 
break squarely on the anti-vaccination movement, 
involving parents who believe the vaccines can pose 
hazards to young children — a movement largely 
traced to discredited claims that vaccines are linked 
to autism. 

“It wouldn’t have happened otherwise,” said Dr. 
James Cherry, a California pediatric infectious dis¬ 
ease specialist, told the Times. 

“A powder keg waiting for a match,” is how Vander¬ 
bilt University’s Dr. William Schaffner described to 
USA Today the risk to communities with high rates 
of children lacking immunizations. 

While all states require children to receive vac¬ 
cinations before starting school, some allow people 
to opt out based on religious or philosophical objec¬ 
tions. 

As a result, vaccination rates among children vary 
by state and by community. 

Public health officials say the vaccination rate 


should be 95 percent or higher to prevent outbreaks. 

In Kentucky, 93.9 percent of children entering kin¬ 
dergarten are immunized, according to the federal 
statistics. 

Exemptions in Kentucky are allowed for medical 
or religious reasons. 

In some states, anti-vaccine forces have lobbied for 
expanded rights to opt out of basic vaccines. 

The current measles outbreak shows that law¬ 
makers need to base decisions on science and public 
health, not opinions and fears.

Although 
the Mormons wanted freedom from outside interfer¬ 
ence, they also sought the benefits of being a part of the 
United States. Inevitably, these two goals conflicted. 

• On Jan. 30,1920, Toyo Cork Kogyo, a Japanese cork 
business, is formed. A decade later, the company pro¬ 
duced its first vehicle and changed its name to Mazda. 
The Mazda-Go was a three-wheeled truck that resem¬ 
bled a motorcycle with a cargo-carrier at the back. 

• On Jan. 31, 1945, Pvt. Eddie Slovik becomes the 
first American soldier since the Civil War to be exe¬ 
cuted for desertion. Slovik was originally classified 
4-F because of a prison record, but was reclassified 
1-A when draft standards were lowered. In 1944, he 
was trained to be a rifleman, which was not to his 
liking, as he hated guns. 

• On Jan. 28, 1959, the Green Bay Packers of the 
National Football League sign Vince Lombardi to a 
five-year contract as the team’s coach and general 
manager. The Brooklyn-born Lombardi played col¬ 
lege football at Fordham University as a guard on the 
offensive line, dubbed the “Seven Blocks of Granite.” 

• On Jan. 29, 1964, Stanley Kubrick’s black comic 
masterpiece “Dr. Strangelove” opens in theaters to 
both critical and popular acclaim. The movie focused 
on the actions of a rogue U.S. military officer who 
believed that communists are threatening the “pre¬ 
cious bodily fluids” of Americans.

Wall Street influences Washington 


Although it is risky to predict the dynamics of 
a newly feisty lame-duck president with nothing to 
lose and a new Congress totally under the control 
of the opposition, it is a safe bet that neither will, as 
the Republicans would like to and President Barack 
Obama is being urged: Go Big. 

The major new issues like tax reform, tax breaks 
for the middle class, two years of free community 
college, seven days of federally authorized sick leave 
and addressing income inequality are likely to be 
fought at the margins, if at all. 

Two other big issues, the Keystone Pipeline and 
Updating the Authorization for the Use of Military 
Force, are holdovers from previous Congresses. 

Congress will almost certainly, and indeed should, 
broaden the Bush-era AUMF to include the Islamic 
State and one way or another whether President 
Obama wants it or not. 

On Keystone, the president should fall back on the 
old Washington wheeze of insisting on a few orna¬ 
mental changes in the bill and then declaring victory. 

This lack of high-profile partisan activity does not 
mean Washington is inactive. 

One of the most significant battles is being fought 
largely under the public radar and that’s the way 
the proponents of undoing the Dodd-Frank financial 
regulations enacted during the recession years want 
things. 

The driving force is the financial industry, Wall 
Street for short, the best-financed — 704 registered 
lobbyists on its payroll according to one watchdog 
group — most politically generous and politically 
most astute influence group in Washington. 


Perhaps chastened by the new political realities 
they face after having driven the country over a 
financial cliff once, the big financial institutions 
have chosen to play small ball. 

Their strategy is to draft narrowly focused, highly 
technical measures that the Republicans can pass 
with some helpful Democratic votes and then attach 
to must-pass measures like government funding bills 
that the president must think twice about vetoing. 

So far it is working. Wall Street has succeeded in 
getting bills passed that lifted restrictions on making 
risky investments with taxpayer-insured deposits 
and imposed onerous new restrictions on federal 
financial regulatory agencies. (And the GOP is the 
party opposed to federal red tape?) 

The Affordable Care Act has attracted powerful 
defenders in the business, hospital, health insurance 
and pharmaceutical industries and thus has begun 
fading from the congressional GOP’s radar. 

Dodd-Frank has only the little guy on Main Street 
who is too busy to pay attention to these matters 
until the roof caves in, some financial industry do- 
gooders and Wall Street’s new favorite person to hate, 
the Wicked Witch of the Watchdogs, Sen. Elizabeth 
Warren, D-Mass. 

It may seem odd that a trillion-dollar industry 
is relying on a nickel-and-dime strategy to work its 
will in Washington but those nickels and dimes add 
up and, as a distinguished legislator said in another 
context, sooner or later you’re talking about real 
money.

council. Among the items on the report were Wonderful 
Wednesday professional development events such as the 
completion of Domain I (planning and preparation) and 
Domain IV (professional responsibilities) of the Daniel¬ 
son Frameworks teacher observations.

Interchange numbers are determined by 
the official mile point at which they are lo¬ 
cated, and since the roadway will drop its 
association with the Pennyrile Parkway des¬ 
ignation, the mile points will change to ap¬ 
propriately match the continuation of 1-69 to 
Henderson. 

1-69 now terminates at mile point 106.41 
where it meets the Pennyrile Parkway and 
Western Kentucky Parkway near Norton- 
ville. As it is officially extended to the north, 
there will be corresponding changes in the 
exit numbers. 

“Just as it took some time to adapt to new 
exit numbers where 1-69 runs along the for¬ 
mer Western Kentucky Parkway through 
Lyon, Caldwell and Hopkins counties, it will 
take some time for the signs to go up and for 
drivers to get used to new exit numbers along 
the Pennyrile,” McClearn said. 

1-69 will bring the following shift in exit 
numbers along the Pennyrile: 

KY 813 Mortons Gap Exit 37 to Exit 108; 

KY 2171 Earlington/Madisonville Exit 40 
to Exit 111; 

KY 70 Madisonville/Central City Exit 42 to 
Exit 114; 

KY 281 Madisonville Exit 44 to Exit 116; 

U.S. 41 Madisonville Exit 45 to Exit 117; 

KY 260 Hanson Exit 49 to Exit 120; 

KY 136 Calhoun/Slaughters Exit 54 to Exit 
125; 

KY 56 Sebree/Owensboro Exit 63 to Exit 
134; 

KY 416 Robards/Niagara Exit 68 to Exit 
140; 

KY 425 Henderson Bypass Exit 76 to Exit 
148 A and B. 

McClearn said a similar effort is being 
made in KYTC District 1 to gain approval 
to push 1-69 southward along the Purchase 
Parkway toward Fulton where exit numbers 
will also change. He noted the biggest piece 
of the puzzle remaining on Kentucky’s 1-69 
Corridor is a bridge connection to cross the 
Ohio River to Indiana between Henderson 
and Evansville. 

“As you know, the Indiana Department of 
Transportation gained approval to officially 
extend 1-69 down the former 1-164 Spur to the 
U.S. 41 Interchange. That puts it just over 
a mile north of the U.S. 41 Twin Bridges at 
Henderson,” McClearn said. “The final 13 
miles to cross the river and reach that con¬ 
nection point will perhaps be the most chal¬ 
lenging segment of 1-69 for us and our INDot 
neighbors.” 

According to McClearn, once all the 10 
major 1-69 contracts totaling $260 million 
in upgrades are either completed or under 
construction, he expects FHWA to allow 
Kentucky to move ahead with appropriate 
signage and mile point changes. About $110 
million of the necessary work is under con¬ 
tract.

Preparing your bow for the offseason

Archery hunters in Kentucky enjoy a generous 
deer season that opens in late summer and spans more 
than four months. 

When it closed earlier this week, hunters had 
pushed the overall harvest past 130,000 for the third 
consecutive season and to Kentucky’s second-highest 
harvest total on record. 

The hardcore bowhunter might turn attention to 
other hunting opportunities or devote more time to 
improving shooting form and skills through practice. 

For those who intend to put their bow up, perform¬ 
ing some routine maintenance now can help ensure 
it’s ready to go when the urge hits to reach for it again. 

“If you shot it and were comfortable with it all fall 
and put it away, you should feel comfortable enough 
when you get ready to pull it back out that it’s still 
pretty close,” said Dave Frederick, public lands biolo¬ 
gist with the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources and a high school archery coach. 
“You’re still going to have to shoot it and make sure 
your arrows are on target.” 

A bow’s lifeline is its string and cables, so it’s 
important to inspect them for wear and replace any 
that are damaged. 

A broken string is the worst-case scenario, and it 
happens all the time, Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Lt. 
Richard Adkins said. 

“It usually breaks at the contact points in the cam 
where the string rolls,” said Adkins, who started bow¬ 
hunting when he was 15 years old. “When you shoot 
that bow and that cam whips, there are high-wear 
areas on the cables. If those are left unchecked or you 
just keep shooting, there’s a possibility your string 
could break. You don’t want to take that chance.” 

To protect your string and cables, apply string wax 
and work it in by hand or with a small piece of leather. 
The friction warms the wax and helps the string 
absorb it. 

“Keeping those strings well waxed and protected is

eliminate the risk of corrosion. Also, check and tight¬ 
en any loose screws and make sure all attachment 
points for bow accessories are secure. 

Another good practice is to inspect the bow’s limbs, 
looking for any cracks or splinters. 

“I can’t tell you how many people have brought me 
bows and I’ve found cracked limbs,” Adkins said. “You 
need to check your limbs and inspect them.” 

Once you’re satisfied the bow is in good shape, store 
it somewhere that isn’t prone to extreme heat or 
exposed to direct sunlight. Ultraviolet light can dam¬ 
age certain materials on the bow over time. 

“My bow is usually in its bow case during the off¬ 
season, if I have an offseason,” Frederick said. “If I 
know I’m going to be shooting my bow two or three 
nights this week, I’ve got hooks in my basement where 
it’s not in direct sunlight.” 

Follow the manufacturer’s maintenance recommen¬ 
dations and specs, but know your limitations. If you 
don’t feel comfortable performing the work, or don’t 
have the proper tools, ask a fellow bowhunter or visit 
your local pro shop. 

A diligent archer becomes intimately familiar with 
a bow over time and inspects it before and after every 
use. The end of bow season is a good time to do the 
same. Doing so can prolong the life of a bow and instill 
confidence that it will be ready to perform when it 
counts most.

a big thing,” Frederick said. “Even when the bow is 
not in use, it conditions those strings and makes them 
last longer.” 

Whether you hunted a few days or several, you’ve 
been out in the elements. 

Rain and snow fell, and temperatures fluctuated 
wildly during Kentucky’s archery deer season. Take a 
damp cloth and wipe off any accumulated dirt and 
grime. This is also a good time to clean any broad- 
heads. If a bow sight uses batteries, remove them to 


Finding the allure in fishing lures 


Glenn Reeves often visits yard sales, searching for 
fishing lures left behind in old tackle boxes. 

Reeves, of Glasgow, is an avid fisherman, but he is 
also a collector of fishing lures, a hobby he has main¬ 
tained for 25 years. 

“A friend of mine, Ed Bartley ... he and another 
friend, Philip Toms, we just decided we were going to 
start collecting lures,” Reeves said. “It was pretty slow 
at first, but then we got to finding more and more.” 

“I’ve been with him when he bought a lot of it,” said 
Toms, of Smiths Grove. “He’s got a pretty extensive 
collection by different lure manufacturers.” 

Another friend, Ed Darst of Glasgow, considers 
Reeves’ collection to be worthy of a museum. 

“It’s fabulous. It’s one of the best in this part of the 
country It may be the best in Kentucky,” Darst said. 

Aside from yard sales, Reeves looks for lures at 
swap meets. Reeves, Toms and Bartley recently attend¬ 
ed the NFLCC swap meet in Pigeon Forge, Tennessee. 

They have a lot of stuff there,” Reeves said. “If you 
can afford it, you can do good.” 

He also planned to attend the Barren Bassmasters’ 
swap meet last weekend at the Cave City Convention 
Center. 

Reeves collects both modern-day lures and antiques. 
Some are made of bone and were used by Native 
Americans. He also has the first fishing lures to be pat¬ 
ented in the U.S. 

“They were patented in 1852 — they made five sizes 
and I have all five sizes,” he said. 

Reeves acquired the first of his collection of five 
lures — which were all made by J.T. Buel of Vermont 
— when he purchased an old tackle box that had one 
inside. 

“I started out with that one and then did some 
research on Buel and his spinners and found out that 


these were the first ones patented,” Reeves said. “The 
others I’ve just picked up maybe at a swap meet or 
maybe at a sale. Those type you don’t find in tackle 
boxes much because they are so old.” 

Some of the lures are what Reeves calls “folk art,” 
because they are hand-made from a variety of materi¬ 
als. Some are whittled from wood and others are made 
from household items such as spoons. 

Reeves does not make lures, but Bartley does. 

“Ed and I have an agreement that any time he 
makes a prototype he will make me one,” Reeves said. 

Bartley, also of Glasgow, said he made many of the 
lures in Reeves’ collection. 

“He’s been collecting mine, but he doesn’t have near 
as much as I do,” Bartley said. “Probably no one has as 
many as I have. I’ve kept every one that I’ve come up 
with.” 

Aside from the lures Bartley makes, Reeves has oth¬ 
ers that were made in Kentucky. And there’s one in 
particular he would like to add to his collection: a 
Shakespeare Revolution lure made of wood. 

“It starts around $4,000,” he said. 

Most of the lures in Reeves’ collection are preserved 
in framed glass cases, but there are some that he uses 
often when fishing. He prefers to fish for bass and 
muskie. 

The biggest fish he ever caught was a 46-inch 
muskie, which he caught in Canada. Reeves has been 
to Canada on fishing trips 25 times. He also partici¬ 
pates in fishing tournaments as part of the Barren 
Bassmasters club. 

Reeves, a retired builder, has plenty of time to fish. 
He and fellow bass club members fish nine months out 
of the year. 

And what do they do when they’re not fishing? 

“We try to collect lures,” he said.

To Your Good Health

Premature Heartbeats Are Extremely 
Common 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I went to a walk- 
in clinic because I had chest pain. They 
did an EKG and saw extra beats (PVCs). 
They recommended I go to a cardiolo¬ 
gist, and he put me on a heart monitor, 
which showed that I had 5,000 extra 
beats within 24 hours. He had me come 
back in two weeks and did an echocar¬ 
diogram (heart muscles are perfect) 
and heart monitor (still extra beats). 
He did a stress test, and it was normal. 
He has no idea why I have extra beats. 

I have a feeling they have been going 
on for a long period of time, because 
when the nurse asked me if I could feel 
them while she was doing the echo, it 
felt like a flutter, and I had been feeling 
them for at least a year (I didn’t know 
what it was). He has me coming back to 
see him in three months. Can you give 
me some insight? - D. J. 

ANSWER: Premature beats are 
very common, almost universal, and 
come in two types: premature atrial 
beats (PACs) and premature ventricu¬ 
lar beats (PVCs). These can happen in 
people with perfectly normal hearts, 
but your cardiologist did exactly the 
recommended tests, including an EKG, 
echocardiogram and stress test. This 
is to be sure your heart function and 
blood flow are normal. Since they are, 
you don’t need to do anything about it 
unless the fluttering sensation is both¬ 
ering you. 

There are several mechanisms for 
PVCs. The electrical system of the 
heart can develop a kind of short- 
circuit, called a re-entry loop, which 
is the most common cause. Individual 
heart muscle cells also can trigger a 
premature beat. 

If you desire treatment, the usual 
treatment is a beta blocker, which can 
reduce symptoms. Other medications 
also are used. In cases where medica¬ 


tions don’t work, radio waves can be 
used to stop the areas of the heart 
where the extra beats arise. 

The booklet on abnormal heart 
rhythms explains atrial fibrillation 
and the more common heart-rhythm 
disturbances in greater detail. Readers

DEAR DR. ROACH: About two years 
ago, I had terrible pain on the top part 
of the left side of my head. It also felt 
very warm. I went to my doctor, who 
diagnosed it as shingles and treated 
me with gabapentin. I can’t recall how 
long I took the pills, but eventually he 
told me to wean myself off of them. 

My question is: Did I really have 
shingles? I had the pain, but no sores 
or blisters. - T.K. 

ANSWER: There is a condition 
called zoster sine herpete, which 
means “zoster without the blisters.” 
I have seen cases where the pain pre¬ 
cedes the blisters by months - once by 
18 months - but I haven’t personally 
seen a case where the blisters never 
show. Still, given your history, I think 
there’s a very good chance that your 
doctor was right.
